Those on the Hartnell campus 
who would like a big college at- 
mosphere at a small college have 
overwhelming odds against them 
at the present time. 

Before a student has spent a 
week on the campus, he is beaten 
down by a course entitled “Orien- 
tation.” The purpose of said 
course is “to acquaint the student 
with the campus, its facilities, 
and its courses.” If a student has 
spent fifteen minutes reading the 
handbook on Hartnell, he already 
knows most of these things. 
Furthermore, how to study and 
how to follow directions hasn’t 
changed that much since high 
school, 

One objective of orientation is 
to be admired—the tests. These 
could be taken care of in two or 
three days in the week preceding 
the beginning of classes in Sep- 
tember. In truth, the entire orien- 
tation course would fit nicely 
into two or three mornings pre- 
ceding the beginning of classes. 

Any student who manages to 
maintain his big college atmos- 
phere delusions finds that Hart- 
nell maintains an attendance pol- 
icy so rigid that three missed 
classes often means failure. If a 
student is ill, he’d be better off 
dead than to miss a class. The 
Hartnell student finds himself 
ridiculed by his friends who at- 
tend state or private universities. 
Few students at major universi- 
ties become too concerned over 
three missed classes. Free choice 
is an element sadly lacking in 
Hartnell’s attendance rules. 

Another highly ridiculous Hart- 
nell policy is the “Dress Code.” | 
I recall that at high school, we 
were to “dress like ladies and 
gentlemen,” but that didn’t make 
us ladies and gentlemen. We 
were still juveniles—third class 
citizens.
